Cohen Announces 
Bid For 
Second Term

In front of nearly 75 supporters, Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen announced that he is running for re-election as 
the Mayor of Agawam. 

Standing at the construction site of the Agawam 
Public Library that Cohen helped move forward, 
Cohen asked his supporters to allow him to continue 
to guide the town “openly, honestly and effectively 
with every citizen in mind." 

Mingled in the crowd were West Springfield Mayor 
Edward Gibson, Springfield Mayor Michael Albano 
and Hampden County Sheriff Michael Ashe. At a 
reception that evening, many more supporters 
stopped by, including Town Councilors Robert Young, 
Joseph Mineo and Anthony Bonavita, School 
Committee members Susan Dawson and Rosemary 
Sandlin, and Senate Majority Leader Linda 
Melconian.

“There were kids there in strollers and residents of 
Quail Run,” Cohen said. “I was excited to see such a 
variety of people there for me.” 

Gibson and Albano both said they have enjoyed 
working with Cohen. 

“He’s been a big help to me as I am just starting out 
[as mayor],” Gibson said. “He’s always giving me 
information and answering any questions ... I think 
he’s done a good job in Agawam.” 

Albano had similar sentiments. 

“I feel very strongly in favor of his re- 

election," he said. “It’s important to have strong 
regional leadership and we have a good group of 


mayors, and he’s one of them. 

“It's important for us to work as a region, given our 
competition out in Boston.” 

During his announcement, Cohen mentioned last 
year’s school budget increase of more than eight per¬ 
cent, this year’s proposed 4.35 percent increase, the 
Public Library expansion, Agawam High School 
Library renovation, and improved recreation as a few 
of his accomplishments. 

‘We’ve had very little controversy and have been 
moving the community forward,” Cohen said. “And 
improving the quality of life. 

“I am excited, and humbled, by the large showing 
of support for my re-election.”

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D-

Letter Carriers’ 
Food Drive Slated 
For May 12th 

The Letter Carriers’ Annual Food Drive will be held 
on Saturday, May 12th, according to Fred Harpin, Jr., 
chief steward of the Agawam and Feeding Hills Post 
Offices/Branch 46 of the National Association of 
Letter Carriers (NALC). 

Harpin is urging residents to begin gathering non- 
perishable food items (no glass, please!) and take 
advantage of store sales until the date of the event. 
He says the letter carriers - with the support and 
cooperation of Agawam Postmaster Mark E. DeForge 
- will be doing double duty that day by delivering the 
mail and picking up food items. 

Postal patrons are asked to leave goods by their 
mailboxes. These goods will be picked up by a uni¬ 
formed letter carrier for distribution by the local food 
pantry (located at the Bethany Assembly of God 
Church in Agawam). 

Last year, Branch 46 letter carriers collected over 
110 tons of non-perishable goods which were gener¬ 
ously donated by postal customers and delivered to 
more than 20 area food pantries in Hampden, 
Hampshire, Franklin, and Worcester Counties. On the 
national level, the efforts of 1,530 Branches collected 
64.2 million pounds of goods in 2000. 

Taking place from Maine to Florida ... Alaska to 
Hawaii... and coast to coast, this Annual Food Drive 
is a joint effort between the NALC and the U.S. Postal 
Service’s Priority Mail division, with help from the 
AFL-CIO Central Labor Councils, The United Way, 
and Campbell’s Soup Company.

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Fire Wise... 

How To Administer 
First Aid For Burns 

by Fire Chief David Pisano 

Burns are a type of injury that requires an immedi¬ 
ate first aid response in order to minimize the dam¬ 
age. Unfortunately, over the years many “remedies” 
have been taught that actually make the burn injury 
more severe. 

The Agawam Fire Department offers the following 
emergency first aid tips so that you will act properly in 
the event you witness an accidental burn injury. 

* Stop the burning process! If the person is on fire, 
have them drop and roll. Wrap them in a rug or blan¬ 
ket, if available. 

* Apply cool water to the burned area, cover the 
burn with a clean, dry cloth, and get medical help 
immediately. Cooling a burn is essential because skin 
will continue to burn even after the fire is out or the 
heat source is removed. If not cooled immediately, the 
burn will penetrate deeper into the skin layers. The 
deeper the burn, the more serious it is ... the longer it 
takes to heal, the greater the chance of infection, the 
greater the need for surgery, and the more painful the 
experience. Cool water should be used to remove the 
heat; however, don’t cool too large a burn ... shock 
may occur. 

* If the burn is caused by a chemical spill or scald 
burn, flood the burn with cool water and remove the 
clothing. 

* Never apply a greasy ointment such as petroleum 
jelly or butter to a burn. These ointments may hold 
heat in, making the burn more severe. Do not put ice 
directly on the skin, and don’t pack a burn victim in 
ice. 

A burn’s seriousness is classified as first-, second- 
, and third-degree, depending on how deeply the skin 
has been damaged. 

A first-degree burn appears red and sore, but not 
blistered. If cooled with water promptly, this burn 
should heal on its own. 

A second-degree burn is blistered and painful. Do 
not break the blisters. They form a protective covering 
over the wound. 

Third-degree is white, brown, or charred, and may 
appear painless at first. Because the victim may not 
feel pain, he or she may refuse treatment. Recognize 
the need for medical attention and get help. 

Both second- and third-degree burns require med¬ 
ical attention. Cool the burn with water, cover with a 
clean cloth, and keep the victim quiet and warm until 
the rescue squad arrives. Call the rescue squad at 
911. 

DO NOT TREAT BURNS YOURSELF. You could 
cause an infection or lose the use of the burned area 
permanently. If you are burned seriously, ask to be 
taken to the nearest burn hospital or flown to such a 
facility. 

Do not take burns lightly; complications can be 
fatal.

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Melconian Votes 
To Correct 
Incest Statute 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is proud to announce the Senate passage 
of legislation correcting the current incest statute so 
that it covers all forms of sexual contact between 
immediate family members. The legislation is in 
response to a Supreme Judicial Court ruling that 
overturned incest charges against a man who forced 
his daughters to perform oral sex on him. The SJC 
held that the current statute defines incest to only 
include traditional sexual intercourse. 

"It is unconscionable that anyone could escape 
prosecution for this terrible crime because of a loop¬ 
hole in the law,” said Melconian. “I am proud the 
Senate acted quickly this session to remedy this 
grave injustice.” 

The legislation, passed in a formal session on 
Thursday, May 3, 2001, expands and clarifies several 
sections of the criminal justice code, chapter 272 of 
the general laws. 

State Senator Cheryl Jacques (D-Needham) and 
State Represenative Jarrett Barrios (D-Cambridge) 
were the lead Senate and House sponsors of the leg¬ 
islation. “I appreciate the strong support of my Senate 
colleagues in recognizing the importance of this legis¬ 
lation,” said Jacques. “I am confident that the House, 
through the work and leadership of Representative 
Barrios, will also act quickly to pass this bill.” 

The legislation now awaits passage in the House.

Teenagers in Agawam and surrounding towns are 
gearing up for a fight that will rage for more than six 
hours on June 23rd. 

On that day, eight amateur high school bands will 
try to outplay, outsing and all-over out perform each 
other at the Second Annual Monster Jam Battle of the 
Bands. 

The contest began last year when Mayor Richard 
Cohen suggested the event to raise funds and give 
teens something fun to do. 

“It was very successful, with more than 300 people 
in the audience and eight bands,” Cohen said. 

Proceeds from the $3.00 admission went to the 
skateboard park fund, while concession stand profits 
benefited the freshman and sophomore classes, 
which ran the concessions. According to Agawam 
Parks & Recreation Director Chris Sparks, the funds 
will be appropriated the same way this year. 

All local amateur bands are invited to apply for the 
competition. To be considered, no member of the 
band can be older than 19, a $25 non-refundable 
entry fee is required, bands must submit a 15 minute 
demo tape, and the deadline is May 25th at 4 p.m. 
Applications can be submitted to the Agawam 


Recreation office or LaSalle Music. 

The bands that performed last year were varied 
and impressive, said Cohen. 

“There was heavy metal, hard rock, light rock and 
alternative music,” Cohen said. “It was fun.” 

Sparks said Tommy Douglas of LaSalle Music has 
been very helpful in organizing the event and obtain¬ 
ing the judges, which last year included a judge with a 
Master’s degree in music. And the music is what the 
event is all about for the bands. 

“It’s an opportunity for bands to showcase their tal¬ 
ents,” Sparks said. “And it’s designed for newer, 
younger bands to perform.” 

The first place band will receive $100 cash and a 
$100 gift certificate to LaSalle Music; second place 
winners will receive $50 cash and a $50 gift certifi¬ 
cate to LaSalle Music; the third place band will receive 
$25 cash and a $25 gift certificate to LaSalle Music. 

A committee, led by Sparks and Agawam High 
School Guidance Counselor Alan Cohen, has organ¬ 
ized the event and recently sent out flyers including 
band applications.

Ag. Fire Dept. & 
CPSC Launch Recall 
To Prevent Fires 

The Agawam Fire Department is working with the 
Office of the State Fire Marshal and the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Commission (CPSC) to 
launch a “recall round-up” to rid homes of fire haz¬ 
ards. CPSC is organizing a nationwide campaign to 
discard hazardous consumer products such as old 
disposable lighters, frayed extension cords, and 
recalled products that could lead to a deadly fire. 

The products on the recall round-up list have been 
recalled previously or were made safer when new 
safety standards were put in place. “Product recalls 
do not always immediately get unsafe products off 
store shelves or out of people’s homes,” said 
Agawam Fire Chief David Pisano. “Because these 
products can cause fires, we hope every family will 
make it part of their spring cleaning to get rid of any 
that might still be in the house.” 

In 2000, 78 people died in fires in Massachusetts, 
up significantly from the 53 fire deaths in 1999. 
Children are particularly vulnerable. In fact, children 
under age five have a fire death rate more than twice 
the national average. 

Today, the CPSC is launching its recall round-up 
and asking consumers to look for and remove prod¬ 
ucts from their homes that pose a fire hazard. 

These items include cigarette lighters without 
child-resistant mechanisms; extension cords with 
frayed or cut insulation; Black and Decker 
Spacemaker Optima Toasters (Model T1000); KMart 
children's decorative lamps; halogen tochiere 
lamps sold before wire guards were required; GE and 
Hotpoint dishwashers; and old electric hair dryers 
with built-in shock protection devices in the plug.

Consumers should immediately stop using any 
recalled products, and either dispose of it or contact 
the U.S. CPSC for directions on returning it to the 
manufacturer.

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Board Of Health 
Enacts Youth Tobacco 
Control Regulation 

The Agawam Board of Health enacted a Youth 
Access Tobacco Control Regulation at its April meet¬ 
ing. This regulation restricts minors’ access to tobac¬ 
co products. Agawam now joins its neighbors in pro¬ 
tecting its young people against this form of drug 
addiction. The regulation will go into effect on June 
4th. 

On November 8, 2000, the Board considered the 
draft regulation and on March 14, 2001, a public hear¬ 
ing on the draft regulation was held. 

The regulation includes the following. In the regu¬ 
lation, sale of tobacco products to people under 18 
years of age is prohibited. Each retailer shall verify a 
purchaser’s age by means of photographic identifica¬ 
tion which notes the purchaser's date of birth. 
Retailers must apply for an annual permit from the 
Agawam Board of Health to sell tobacco products. 

Retailers must post a copy of M.G.L. 270, Sec. 6 
pertaining to the sale of tobacco products to minors at 
all cash registers. Tobacco vending machines are 
prohibited. Out-of-pocket sales of tobacco products 
are prohibited as are self-service displays and free 
samples. 

Penalties for sales to minors are progressive with 
each violation within one calendar year. Penalties 
range from $100 for the first offense to license sus¬ 
pension for the third offense. Penalties for other sub¬ 
sections of the regulation will result in a fine of $100 
per day per violation. Violations may be penalized by 
means of the non-criminal method of disposition.

Guidelines For Disposal Of 
Tree Debris From Winter Storms 


Agawam Fire Chief David Pisano has announced 
that there will be a limited extension of the open burn¬ 
ing season due to the late 2001 winter snow cover 
conditions. 

The open burning period has been extended 
through May 15th. The issuing of permits is at 
Pisano’s discretion, and should be based on need. 
Homeowners in most cities and towns are allowed to 
burn brush, cane, driftwood, and forestry debris, but 
grass, leaves, hay, and stumps may not be burned. 

The Departmental of Environmental Protection 
(DEP) advises that winter storm debris be managed 
as follows: 

1. Recycle for firewood, mulch, and wood chips 
(local contractors should be contacted): or... 

2. Obtain permission to burn from the local fire 
department and comply with the following regulatory 
requirements under 310 CMR 7.07(3)(e): 

* Burn between the hours of 10:00 a.m. and 4:00 
p.m. 

* Burn when the air is circulating well but winds are 
light. 

* Without causing a nuisance. 

* Burn no less than 75 feet away from all dwellings. 

* Burn on your own property and as close as pos¬ 


sible to the source of material(s) to be burned. 

* Please note that approval may be rescinded if 
nuisance conditions occur. 

STEPS FOR SAFE OPEN BURNING 

First things first: 

* Contact your local fire department (786-2662) for 
information on obtaining an open burning permit. 

Starting the fire: 

* Remove all grass from the area where you will be 
burning. 

* Start the fire with natural “kindling” - never with 
gasoline or charcoal lighter fluid. 

While burning: 

* Never add brush that is green or wet. It will reduce 
the efficiency of the fire and produce thick smoke. 

* Someone must attend the fire until it’s completely 
out. You will need a hose or other supply of water and 
a shovel or rake for controlling the fire. 

Putting the fire out: 

* Burn the fire down to the coals, drown them with 
water, spread them out, and then drown them again.

Respect is increasingly rare these days. In some 
ways, respect seems like a product of days gone by. 
Nevertheless, respect remains a sought-after virtue. 
Just about everybody wants to be respected. Virtually 
every mother is entitled to be respected. No wonder 
God commands, respect your mother. 

How can it be known if we respect or revere our 
mothers? Can somebody look into our hearts and say, 
"He or she really respects his or her mother”? Of 
course not! The only way it can be known if we 
respect our mothers is if we demonstrate that we do. 
As Jesus said, “A tree is recognized by its fruit.’’ 

There are many ways we can demonstrate respect 
for our mothers. One thing we can do to respect our 
mothers is to not speak evil of them. Of course, that’s 
true of how we should speak about anybody. 
Speaking evil of somebody doesn’t mean refraining 
from speaking the truth; just the opposite, in fact. One 
of the Ten Commandments is, “You shall not give 
false testimony about your neighbor.” 

The truth is that each of us can probably recount a 
story or two which is unflattering to our mothers. We 
ought to refrain from volunteering such information, 
unless to do so is absolutely necessary. As well, it 
puts us in good stead with God, who said “a gossip 
betrays a confidence, but a trustworthy man 
keeps a secret,” and “if a man curses his father or 
mother, his lamp will be snuffed out in pitch dark¬ 
ness.” A good rule of thumb is to not say something 
about your mother you wouldn’t say in front of your 
mother. That rule will also promote peace between us 
and our mothers; as the Bible says, without wood a 
fire goes out, without gossip a quarrel dies down. 

Our mothers are entitled to more than just our 
respect; they are entitled to our reverence, as well. 
When we revere somebody or something, we regard 
that person or object as special. We treat revered 
people or things differently, specially, from the way we 
treat ordinary people or things. In recent years, it has 
become trendy to “water down” the “Mother’s" aspect 
of Mother’s Day, out of a presumed (and sometimes 
even demanded) respect or concern for those women 
who are not mothers. But hey! Let’s be politically 
incorrect! It’s not about us, it’s about them! God put 
each and every last one of us here on earth by way of 
a mother. Let’s celebrate that, with a visit or a call. 
Happy Mother's Day!

Social Security Benefits 
Following A Divorce... 

Q. My friend, who has been married for 30 years 
and has always earned substantially less money than 
her husband, wants to file for divorce. She says she 
needs to wait until her husband starts receiving his 
Social Security monies, because she believes that 
she is entitled to receive a portion of his Social 
Security monies. 

Can’t she receive his Society Security benefits 
even after she is divorced? 

A. Under the current Social Security law, women in 
long-term marriages receive protection, even if they 
divorce. If a woman remains married for at least 10 
years before she obtains a divorce and she has not 
remarried, she can receive Social Security benefits 
calculated on her ex-husband’s Social Security 
account. 

In other words, your friend would receive the same 
Social Security check she would have received if she 
had not divorced. Her ex-husband would have no rea¬ 
son to complain about her receiving this benefit 
because his check is not reduced by the amount of 
Social Security monies his ex-wife receives from the 
Social Security Administration. 

Social Security laws, like others, change from time 
to time, so your friend should seek the advice of her 
divorce attorney for her own personal situation.

Labor And Employment Laws... 

The Small Necessities Leave Act (SNLA), G.L. c. 
149, section 52D, which went into effect August 4, 
1998, provides up to 24 hours of unpaid leave per 
year to employees for "certain family obligations.” The 
statute provides the following reasons that an 
employee can use leave: 

* To participate in school activities directly related 
to the educational advancement of a son or daughter, 
such as parent-teacher conferences or interviewing 
for a new school. 

* To accompany the son or daughter to routine 
medical or dental appointments, such as check-ups 
or vaccinations. 

* To accompany an elderly relative to routine med¬ 
ical or dental appointments or appointments for other 
professional services related to the elder’s care, such 
as interviewing at nursing or group homes. 

The SNLA applies only to employers covered by 
the federal Family and Medical Leave Act (FMLA), 29 
U.S.C. section 2601 et seq., i.e., those who have 50 
or more employees. In addition, only employees who 
have worked for the employer for at least one year, for 
at least 1,250 hours in the prior year, and at a work¬ 
site that employs 50 or more employees there or with¬ 
in a 75-mile radius. 

The SNLA incorporates certain other provisions of 
the FMLA (sections 2611 to 2615), which govern such 
issues as selecting the 12-month period to provide 
leave, substitution of paid leave, the use of intermit¬ 
tent leave, and job restoration. 

Personnel Records Law Amendment 

The Legislature amended the personnel records 
law, G.L. c. 149, section 52C, to require employers to 
allow an employee to review his or her personnel 
records within fwe business days of a request, and to 
provide copies of personnel records within five busi¬ 
ness days of a written request.

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Golf & Lower Back Pain

How Often To See

* “Star Trek IV: The Voyage Home”: 1986. Rated 
PG. 

The crew is back and this time they must save the 
Earth. (Wait a minute, wasn’t that the plot of “Star 
Trek: The Motion Picture" as well?) Kirk and the crew 
travel back in time to the 20th century in an attempt to 
alter the future fate of the Earth ... with the aid of some 
whales! 

This film seems to take on a comedic tone, and 
(upon further inspection) it appears this was intention¬ 
al. Leonard Nimoy is again at the helm as director 
and seems to have improved his craft considerably 
after “Star Trek III: The Search For Spock.” There 
seems to be much more intimate characterizations in 
this film that generate an element of humanity among 
the central players in the film. This, no doubt, was pur¬ 
posely exercised in an attempt at gaining audience 
empathy for the characters' plight. This method works 
so very well that the film oftentimes plays much like a 
science fiction soap opera. 

This is not a negative characteristic of the film, 
however. It is actually the film’s driving force and 
serves as the adhesive between each scene, thus 
creating logical storyline transitions that make the film 
play smoothly. This unorthodox facet for a “Star Trek” 
film also generates legitimate humor. So what you are 
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left with is a humorous story about an emotionally 
charged issue wrapped up with some of the most 
familiar characters the science fiction world has ever 
known. Although this is not typical “Star Trek” fare, it 
does work surprisingly well onscreen and will appeal 
to the masses AND the “Trekkies" alike. 4 STARS. 

* “Star Trek V: The Final Frontier”: 1989. Rated 
PG. 

This film is the black sheep of the series. Although 
it has its moments, overall it is an all-around disap¬ 
pointment. William Shatner takes the director’s chair 
from Leonard Nimoy to no avail. This time, the crew 
embarks on an emergency mission to rescue some 
ambassadors from a madman who has assumed con¬ 
trol over their planet. 

This film falls flat almost immediately with an 
extremely overdramatized introduction. What com¬ 
mences is more of a showcase for the main charac¬ 
ters’ idiosynchrasies instead of a true “Star Trek”-style 
adventure. Drama also pales due to overacting and 
weak scripting. The only real treat with this film is the 
photography, which (at times) demonstrates some of 
the best camera techniques used thus far in the 
series. 

You get the feeling watching this film that the actors 
are bored with their characters. Consequently, we are 
subjected to hokey dialogue among the centrals, who 
seem to almost satirize themselves at times! By the 
time the film starts to get good, the viewer has already 
been lost after almost 70 minutes of wondering why 
they were watching this film to begin with. 

It seems a pattern has formed for this series, with 
every other film being good. I, III, and V were lacklus¬ 
ter while II and IV were worthy additions to the ongo¬ 
ing saga. Even the Trekkies were let down with this 
one, clearly the weakest film in the series. 2 STARS. 

* “Star Trek VI: The Undiscovered Country”: 
1991. Rated PG. 
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I am not sure that I can consider this film as an 
example of saving the best for last, but it sure comes 
close. “Star Trek II: The Wrath Of Khan” director 
Nicholas Meyer returns to the saga to fortunately 
bring the cast-turned-director trend that plagued the 
series’ last three films to a screeching halt. Also 
refreshing is the addition of Christopher Plummer and 
Kim Cattrall to the cast. 

Hyped and promoted as the “last” trek for the 
Enterprise crew members, this story centers around a 
possible truce with the dreaded foes of the Enterprise 
crew ... the Klingons. Of course, there is the rene¬ 
gade Klingon who has to upset the herd by setting a 
trap for Kirk and his crew. Plummer plays the rene¬ 
gade Klingon to perfection, and his performance alone 
makes the film worth seeing. 

In terms of plot development, Meyer ensures audi¬ 
ence participation in exactly the same manner as he 
did on “Star Trek II: The Wrath Of Khan.” The audi¬ 
ence desperately waits to see if there could ever real¬ 
ly be peace between the Federation and their hated 
rivals for years, the Klingons. Visual effects also 
accentuate the high-powered screenplay, which 
boasts some of the best acting on the part of the cen¬ 
trals that we have seen so far in the series. 

It was nice to watch this film as see a return to the 
roots. It’s obvious that the actors are having fun again 
playing their famous roles, and the presence of a 
skilled director is also felt twofold. More appropriate¬ 
ly, the actors who made "Star Trek” the worldwide 
phenomenon that it is managed to go out with a wor¬ 
thy and well-deserved bang! 4 STARS.

Cooking On The Grill... 

Cooking out on the grill can be habit-forming. 
That’s a good habit. I don’t care if you are cooking 
whole turkeys or roasts or just doing some hot dogs, I 
prefer things cooked out on the grill. 

Just so that you will not think I’m fooling with you, 
here is the best hot dog on the grill trick I know. Buy a 
good grade of hot dog like Grate & Wiegal. Split down 
the middle three-quarters of the way through and fill 
with cheese. Now, wrap that rascal with a slice of 
bacon. Cook them in the indirect heat method. 

When the bacon is all cooked, wrap that guy in a 
toasted hot dog bun with all the “fixins” and you have 
a mighty powerful hot dog sandwich. Do try this 
sometime this summer. (I hope you are cutting out my 
recipes and saving them.) 

Buy a leg of lamb from your butcher and ask him to 
bone it out. When you get it home, trim away any fat 
you can without cutting away the meat. Cook 2 lbs. of 
spinach with butter and garlic. When cooled, you will 
stuff the lamb leg with the spinach. Season inside and 
out with salt and pepper. Inside, place your cooked 
spinach. 

On top, layer the spinach with feta cheese and 
some red pepper flakes. Tie the leg up nice and tight. 
Now, all over the lamb leg make tiny slices and in 


hese cuts you will stuff a peeled piece of garlic ‘til the 
whole leg is studded. 

Rub the lamb all over with olive oil. Cook in the indi- 
■ect method on your gas grill or charcoal grill. Use a 
medium heat; it will take a long time for the meat to 
:ook, but it will be wonderful. You’ll need a couple of 
Deers to sip on while that lamb cooks. 

While the lamb is cooking, make your own Pilaf. In 
3 large skillet or wok, saute your rice and pasta mix- 
:ure. Fry the rice in 3 TBs of chicken fat (if you don’t 
nave the fat, use butter). Use orzo pasta; it is 3/4 rice, 
1/4 pasta. 

After you have cooked the rice for a while, it will 
start to get a golden hue. Now, pour in the appropriate 
amount of chicken stock for your rice and pasta. Add 
some saffaron and a TB of minced garlic. Stir in a 3 
TBs of minced parley. Cook for 15 to 20 minutes.

out on disability for 14 months. He returned to work as 
the youth officer and worked extensively with the town 
youth and the schools, actively serving as a member 
of the Massachusetts Juvenile Police Officers 
Association. 

He was the president of the International Juvenile 
Police Association when he died in 1974. 

Many awards have been given in his memory by 
various groups since then. 

But with the new millennium and the 25th anniver¬ 
sary of his death, his daughter, Jane, instituted a new 
award in his memory last year. The focus of the award 
is to counter negative publicity which surrounds police 
today. 

The award was originally created to honor a police 
officer who had gone beyond the normal expectations 
in helping the youth or the community yet has gone 
unrecognized. A policeman was so honored in 2000, 
but the committee bas since decided that a teacher 
should also be honored each year, because police 
now work with educators in jnany schools and much 
negative publicity surrounds people of both these pro¬ 
fessions, even though some go out of their way to 
reach and help today’s youth. 


Philip DeForge, Jr. has earned many awards and 
has participated in multiple services and experiences 
which have greatly benefitted his students. He was 
awarded the “Outstanding Teacher Award” by the sen¬ 
ior class of 1975 at Springfield Technical Community 
College, and has been nominated many times by for¬ 
mer students to the Who's Who of American 
Teachers. 

Domenic Samo, Springfield City Councilor, read a 
proclamation which was sponsored by all City 
Councilors of Springfield, proclaiming “that the 
Springfield City Council hereby recognizes, honors, 
and commends Philip J. DeForge, Jr. for his many 
long years of dedicated service to the community, for 
many lives he has changed and hearts that he has 
touched, and for being a most deserving recipient of 
the Roland Kinlock Humanitarian Award. DeForge's 
list of honors and experiences demonstrates a deep 
interest in education, sports, medicine, and continued 
learning opportunities. In addition to his many awards, 
honors, nominations, and experiences, DeForge’s 
characteristic speaking style, using humor, humility, 
and simplicity, may have been an important asset in 
his ability to reach his students and to serve as an

Biology In Conn. 

Kristine Modzelesky, the daughter of Mr. & Mrs. 
James Modzelesky of Marla Place in Feeding Hills, 
and a student at Hamilton College, recently traveled 
to the coast of Connecticut with a marine biology 
class taught by Professor Patrick Reynolds in order to 
study some of the creatures and habitats that have 
been the focus of the course. 

The trip included a visit to the famous Mystic 
Aquarium in Mystic, Connecticut, where the group 
split up and explored marine exhibits, including belu¬ 
ga whales and jellyfish tanks and then reconvened to 
attend a lecture on sporadic appearances of marine 
animals stranded on northeastern shores. 

After leaving the aquarium, the class trekked to 
sandy shores and mudflats to observe the relation¬ 
ship between tides and the plants and invertebrates 
surviving along the shoreline. The group collected 
samples and returned to a small lab at the Williams 
Mystic Maritime Program, where they studied them 
with simple microscopes. Boarding a research vessel 
at the University of Connecticut, the class took a short 
cruise near the great Block Island Sound, where seals 
are often found. 

The final stop was a rocky intertidal area where 
they observed the interactions between marine 
organisms living between the range of tides

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AHS Girls’ Track Runs Record To 6-1 With 2 More Wins 


Powered by a strong win over Longmeadow High, 
followed by an easy cruise over Monson, the Agawam 
High girls’ track team has now run its record to 6-1 
and continues to hold onto its number two ranking in 
the Western Mass. Fab Five poll. 

A year ago, Longmeadow was the scourge of 
Western Mass., with a team Coach Dan Pryce called 
one of the “best dual meet teams he’s ever seen.” But 
Pryce also predicted Longmeadow’s rule as the 
Division I WMass. champs would be a difficult one to 
follow in 2001 because of a heavy loss to graduation. 
In 2000, Longmeadow crushed AHS, 110-35; in 2001, 
the Brownies won what turned out to be a close call, 
75-70, on a day where temperatures soared to 92 
degrees on Friday, May 4th. 

Actually, the final score was closer that what actu¬ 
ally happened. Longmeadow trailed badly after the 
field events and was forced to play major catch-up the 
rest of the way. 

And in those field events, a bunch of Brownies 
(including several seniors who continue to step up at 
each meet) led the way as the locals piled up the 
points to force the Lancers to try to climb out of a deep 
hole. 

AHS swept the javelin, with senior Bianca Chase 
(93.5 feet), senior Heather Newalu (89.7 feet), and 
junior Desiree Marsili (74.10 feet) giving the Brownies 
nine points to none. In the shot put, senior All-Western 
Mass, performer Laura Bucalo (32.6 feet) and Chase 
(31.2 feet) placed first and second, respectively; in the 
discus, junior Anna Ferrentino (79.2 feet) and Marsili 
(76.1 feet) placed first and third, respectively. 

The jumping events also went well for AHS, led by 
sophomore pole vaulter Andrea Babbin (7.8 feet) and 
senior Ashley Lorraine (7.8 feet) in first and second, 


respectively. Senior Lauren Deluca won the triple 
jump (33-1-1/2 feet), followed by sophomore Danielle 
Cirillo (33-1/4 feet) in second. Babbin grabbed a sec¬ 
ond in the long jump (14-10 !4 feet). Sophomore 
Shannon McDyer continued her rise to being an out¬ 
standing multi-event performer with a second in the 
high jump (4.6 feet). 

So, after all the field and jumping events, AHS was 
in command, 45-18. 

Longmeadow fared much better in the running 
events, where only freshman Megan Kelly (5:43.6) 
won the mile and Babbin (again) won the 100 meters 
(13.5 seconds), followed by senior Emily Norris (13.6 
seconds). Senior Heather Newalu grabbed her sec¬ 
ond second-place finish of the day with a 65.3 in the 
400, followed by junior Kelly Cassidy (67.9 - third 
place), Agawam’s All-Western Mass, first team hur¬ 
dler from last year who is presently continuing her 
comeback from knee surgery. Cassidy will be unable 
to compete in the hurdles this spring. 

In the 200 meters, Deluca again stepped up with a 
second place (28.8) to go along with her first in the 
triple jump. 

The Brownies also received a few second places 
that sealed the victory. Senior Amy Jensen was sec¬ 
ond in the two-mile (13:21) and third in the mile 
(6:11.30), proving her grueling endurance on such a 
hot day. McDyer grabbed a third in the 300-meter hur¬ 
dles (54.2 seconds). 

The 800 meters proved to be one of the day’s most 
exciting events, when sophomore Kaitlin Sardella was 
nipped by three-tenths of a second at the wire after 
leading the entire race (2:31.7). Sophomore Jody 
Pfau, another one of Agawam’s fine 800 runners, took 
third (2:36.8). . 


Leading 75-65 with only the 4 x 400 relay to go, 
Longmeadow nipped the Brownies at the wire by six- 
tenths of a second to make the final, 75-70.

Against Monson, the Brownies won going away, 
104-40, at Harmon Smith Field on Monday, May 7th. 
Senior Lauren Deluca led the point parade with three 
first-place finishes, her best day ever as a Brownie. 
She won the long jump, the triple jump, and the 200- 
meter dash. 

The other first-place finishers were Laura Bucalo, 
shot put; Desiree Marsili, discus; Bianca Chase, 
javelin; sophomore star Andrea Babbin, pole vault and 
100-meter dash; senior Amanda Moquin, who won 
her first two-mile race of the season at 13:47; fresh¬ 
man Laura Pederson, 100-meter hurdles (followed by 
senior Ashley Lorraine); Megan Kelley, with another 
win in the mile (6-1 on the season); Shannon McDyer, 
300-meter hurdles; and the 4 x 100 meter relay team.

Rudy Altobelli of Agawam has earned the number 
one rank in New England from the United States 
Tennis Association Magazine in the Men’s 70 Singles 
Division. 

Altobelli is well-known in the Western 
Massachusetts area for his tennis exploits in men’s 
singles, doubles, and in mixed doubles. 

Altobelli taught in the Agawam School System for 
many years before leaving the education field to 
assume the duties as the Agawam town treasurer. He 
retired in 1992. 

In 1958, Altobelli started and coached the first 
hockey team at Agawam High; in 1960, he started and 
coached the school’s first tennis team. He volun¬ 
teered his services for both sports until former 
Superintendent of Schools James Clark received 
approval from the School Committee to pay Altobelli 
$100 per sport to go along with his yearly teaching 
salary of $3,600. 

Altobelli’s climb to the top of the 70’s New England 
Division began last year at a tournament held in 
Williamstown, Massachusetts, where he defeated 
Mark Mordeca, 6-3, 6-4, who then held the number 
one ranking. This semi-final victory led to a 6-4, 6-4 
win in the finals over David Cruder, the number two 
ranked player in the Atlantic Coast Division. 

In all, Altobelli won four sanctioned tournaments 
last year in USTA New England tournaments. He pre¬ 
viously received high rankings in USTA New England 
55, 60, and 65 divisions. 

In the Massachusetts Senior Games, Altobelli won 
gold medals in both singles and doubles, and at the 
National Senior Games held in Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana, he won a bronze medal. 

For the past 10 years, Altobelli has given free les¬ 
sons and clinics for the Springfield Tennis Club and 
the Massachusetts Special Olympics. He has also 
conducted free clinics for the Agawam Parks & 
Recreation Department over the years.

24-hour fundraiser is being held on Friday and 
Saturday, June 1st and 2nd from 3:00 p.m.-3:00 p.m. 
at the Suffield Academy track in Suffield. 

“The Relay For Life is a moving celebration of can¬ 
cer survivorship," explains Carrie LeBlanc, chairper¬ 
son of the Suffield Relay For Life. “It’s the place where 
people come together to recognize the courage of 
those who have survived cancer and to celebrate the 
light of hope that grows brighter every year.” Since the 
American Cancer Society's research program began 
in 1946, five-year relative survival rates for cancer 
have tripled. Then, fewer than one in five people with 
cancer survived five years.

Team Competes 


At Nationals 


Nine teen athletes representing Tim Daggett Gold 
Medal Gymnastics of Agawam recently competed at 
the Men’s Junior Olympic Nationals in Minneapolis, 
Minnesota. 

Three rounds of competition were held: 
Preliminaries, All-Around Finals, and Individual 
Finals. Regional teams also vied for awards during 
the Preliminary competition, and over 700 athletes 
participated in the event. 

During the Preliminary Round, Steven Gaudette of 
West Springfield, Alan Parsons of Suffield, CT, and 
Zachary Rimler of Rockville, CT, competed in Class 1 
(the most advanced division) and were in 16th, 36th, 
and 70th place, respectively.

Lighten Your Grip 
Pressure To Erase Tension 

I think the grip is the most underemphasized fun¬ 
damental. It’s the only contact a player has with the 
club, so how can it not be the most important element 
of the swing? 

Players of every level—from the best pros to the 
worst hackers—all have a tendency to grip the club 
too tightly, especially under pressure. This leads to 
tense, tight muscles, beginning in the hands and run¬ 
ning up through the arms and shoulders. This tension, 
in turn, breeds nervousness and lack of confidence, 
and the result is usually a swing that is short and 
fast.t. 

My key under pressure - and this is something I 
always try to share with my pro-am partners - is to try 
to eliminate as much tension as possible before the 
shot... and then grip the club lightly.
